The world everywhere gives evi- 
tence of design. Just as a watch must 
have had a designer, so also the uni- 
verse. 

Any being who can design is a per- 
ton. A person who desigtis must first 
inks it it, then wish it, and- finally 
accomplish it, No one but a person 
can design anything, and as the uni- 


verse had a designer; that designer: 


. Must, therefore, be a Person, whom 
“we call God. 

The desigher of the universe is a 
Person for the additional reason that 
God has created man, and man is a 
person. Since God has produced man, 
God cannot be a mere impersonal be- 
ing, or a blind force. 


No effect ean be greater than its 
cause, and as man is a person, his 
Creator must bea Person. - 

The existence of a Personal God is 
certain even though we cannot dis- 
cover God by any physical means. 
The telescope eannot find God in the 

heavens, just as microscope can- 
not find the soul in man on earth. We 
Bee only the house, as it were, and not 
the tenant within, and yet the exist- 

ence of each is most certain. 
_ Since God is a Person, He must have 
_ Free will; that is he is a Free Force. 
But every free force must be a super- 
‘Ratural force, since no merely natural 
‘force is free. Natural forces are fixed, 
thained, unalterable, since they al-

Power, since he has accomplished his 
colossal design. He is therefore Omni- 
potent. 

Since God designed the universe he 
is likewise its maintainer, otherwise. 
the world would sink back into its 
original nothingness, 
maintains every part of the universe, 
he is present in every part of it, there- 
fore he is Omnipresent. 

And if God is present in all places, 
he must necessarily be invisible, be- 
cause to be visible means to be local- 
ized, to exhibit some definite and re- 
stricted outline that can be seen, so 
that we can say it is in one place and 
not in another.

So also, we do not 
know all about God, but we do know 
what He is to us. He is our Creator, 
to whom we are responsible, and this 
is the practical knowledge we need.

_jinjustice of those responsible for 


His crucifixion? It would seem 
that they were as so many actora 
in a play,—merely playing their 
parts, although unconsciously, in 
the divine plan to have Jesus die 
for the redemption of mankind. 

Since this question bears on an 
article by Dr. Coakley, we per- 
mitted him to answer the same. 
He does so, as follows: 

It is simply a query as to how 
free will can be reconciled with 
God’s foreknowledge. 

No amount of arguing can 
get around the plain facts in the 
case, which are, first, that man 
is undeniably free, and secondly, 
that God does know all things, 
from all eternity. Otherwise he 
would not be God at. all, 
Omniscience is essential to God. 
But it is equally a fact that God’s 
foreknowledge is not the cause 
of man’s actions. Man being a 
free agent, is responsible for his 
own acts, and the previous kriow- 
ledge enjoyed by God is in no 
sense the cause of his acting tha 
way he does. There are count- 
less analogies to this in every day 
life. For instance, you know 
that the sun will rise tomorrow, 
and yet your knowledge is by no 
means the cause of its rising. 
You see a river in flood, con- 
stantly rising, and you know and 


‘lean predict with almost mathe- 


matical accuracy that before ten

Since the declaration of war 
by Congress, we have received 
many questions asking for in- 
formation concerning the mor- 
ality of war. Now, since our 
opinion might be differed from, 
we are herewith submitting the 
answer taken from a “Compen- 
dium of Moral Theology.” The 
same quotation recently ap- 
peared in the “Monitor” of New 
Jersey ! 

“(1) War is in itself lawful 


to repel injury or to vindicate its 
rights. This is because every 
society (i.e., kingdom) which is 
independent of any other king- 
dom ought to have the right of 
defending itself against injury 
and of vindicating its just rights. 
whereas there are times when 
there is no other means possible 
save war for obtaining this ob- 


ject; for when there are no}
